‘Creep and Crawl’ 
The m ethod used by the 
In stitu te w as called “ creep 
and craw l" and D r. M orris 
explained it by saying th at a 
child who has not learn ed to 


focus the eyes properly by 
creeping and craw ling as an 
infant cannot re a d and thus 
is unable to learn. 
H ow ever, D r. M orris is the 
first to ad m it th a t the creep 
and craw l” concept has not 
w orked in P lano, and ra th e r 
than help, has possibly hurt 
him som e.

He chose to go the 
land endow m ent financing 
route, but in p ast y ears has 
g rad u ally sold off ac reag e to 
builders and developers as 
the need arose. 
Land F o r Sale 
All of the rem ain in g land 
n ear the university, which 
form s a horseshoe all around 
the cam pus a re a and in­ 
cludes the ball diam ond, has 
been co n tracted for sale. 
H ow ever, the original asking 
price of $11,000 per acre has 
dropped during negotiations 
and other delays to $7,500 
and the deal is presently at a 
standstill, w aiting for the 
b u y e r 
to 
find 
p ro p e r 
financing. Only the land on 
which the cam p u s and the 
dorm s a re located is still in 
the hands of the university. 
Of course, this situation 
h a s c o m e ab o u t 
la rg e ly 
because of the lessening of 
building funds available and 
the econom y in general, D r. 
M orris contends. 
One bright spot, though, is 
that som e tim e back, Dr. 
M orris realized the outpour 
of 
p o p u la tio n 
fro m 
th e 
M e tro p le x w o u ld 
e x te n d 
tow ard F risco and so he 
p urchased 500 a cres th ere 
which the school still owns.

Q UESTIO N 1 Dear Dr. Greenstone. My husband and I have 
decided to get a divorce. We’re trying very hard to approach 
the whole thing intelligently and without any bitterness. 
Still I resent a lot of the things he says and the way he talks 
to the kids. Is there such a thing as divorce counseling. I 
definitely don’t want to remain married to this man, hut 
(<> 
need some help in knowing what to tell the children, my 


friends and my family. 


D EAR R E A D E R : Much has been said about divorce and 
the dissolution of the family as a result. One fact, however, 
that seems to stand is that divorce is a reality of living. 
People who live together often split from each other for 
various reasons. The reality of this happening moreover, in 
noway negates the additional fact that there are s ill items 
of life common between the two parted individuals There 
are family, friends, material possession and most im- 
Dortantly in your case, children. Just because you and your 
husband decide to dissolve your marriage, this in no way 
reduces your role as parents This does not change because 


the two of you do. 
These very facts are often a major note of contention 
between two people seeking divorce. Children are often used 
as leverage or as weapons. Husband and wife find them­ 
selves embroiled in a hostile conflict designed to put the 
other in an unfavorable light thereby reducing their own 
guilt for the divorce. To feel better, someone has to be right 
and someone wrong, and often the children loose out because 


° fDivorce counseling is an attempt to help the troubled 
couple to deal effectively and realistically with their 
divorce. Bv assisting them in establishing ettective com­ 
munication lines, much of the hostile ba Hieing can be 
avoided The children involved can be helped to understand 
that mommy and daddy can no longer live together, and be 
assisted in accepting their feelings about this. As mom and 
dad work more and more together to end their marriage 
amiably the kids cease to be battering rams, and even come 
to realize that they still have both mother and father who 
continue to care. Many valuable lessons can be taught 
children even during a divorce. Not least of these is that even 
m a j o r problems can be solved in a peaceable, adult to adult, 
manner; that it is not always necessary to fight when en­ 


countering a crisis. 
Many attorneys and colleagues of mine agree that divorce 
should take place in the counselor’s office rather than in the 
courts The dissolution of a relationship is often emotionally 
traumatic and the feelings involved need to be explored, 
and personal problems dealt with so that one divorce does 
not lead to another because the same mistakes are made. In 
the counseling sessions, the actual divorce between the two 
people can take place and be assisted by the trained coun­ 
selor 
Emotions can be dealt with, feelings explored, 
decisions made, and problems resolved. Once done in this 
manner, the attorney has but to draw up the legal papers 
reflecting the decisions made. And later, the judge will make 


it legal.

Accomplished in such a way, expense is often less, fighting 
is kept to minimum, and negative effects on the children are 
reduced 
Moreover, the partners involved have helped 
themselves to be able to handle their lives and their 
responsibilities more effectively and more realistically.

fam ily 
planning

remodel or add a bath to 
indulge in a little thoughtful 
self-analysis first. 
Don’t be misled by the idea 
the standard three fixtures 
and an a ttra c tiv e color 
schem e are all there is to it. 
Actually, given the sam e 
floor plans in a dozen houses, 
each of a dozen families 
probably 
would come up 
with different requirem ents 
for the bathroom . You may 
h av e 
to 
se ttle 
for 
the 
builder’s ideas when you buy 
an existing house, but in 
rem odeling 
or 
adding 
another bath you should take 
into account your individual 
needs. They are probably 
very different from those of 
the family next door. 
American Standard, in a
